BACKGROUND: 


GW’s School of Media and Public Affairs (formerly the National Center for Communication 
Studies) annual Stephen Holly Bronz Lecture honors the late Bronz, a native of Washington, D.C., and 
an honors masters graduate from Columbia University. Bronz wrote "Roots of Negro Racial 
Consciousness" (1964), was senior editor of "The Challenge of America" (1968) and had been editor 
at Holt, Rinehart and Winston. Bronz was working on another book, "Cowboy’s World" when at 29 
he was killed in an automobile accident in Taos, N.M. 

Brian P. Lamb, C-SPAN and CEO chairman is a natural at the helm of this Cable-Satellite 
Public Affairs Network which provides in-depth coverage of national and international issues. Prior to 
helping found C-SPAN, Lamb served as both a journalist and political press secretary. Born with a love 
for broadcasting, Lamb worked at Indiana radio and television stations while attending high school and 
college. A graduate of Purdue University, Lamb joined the Navy, where his tour included White House 
duty and the Pentagon public affairs office. After a short stint back home at Lafayette, Indiana’s 
television station in 1967, Washington lured him back as a freelance reporter for UPI Audio, a Senate 
press secretary and a White House telecommunications policy staffer. 
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Ten years later, after publishing a biweekly newsletter, The Media Report and covering 
communications issues as Washington bureau chief for CableVision magazine, which inspired the idea 
for a public affairs network delivered by satellite, Lamb won the support of key cable industry 
executives for a channel that could deliver gavel-to-gavel coverage of the U.S. Congress. Organizing 
C-Span as a not-for-profit company, the group built one of D.C.’s first satellite uplinks by March 1979 
—just in time to deliver the first televised session of the U.S. House of Representatives to 3.5 million 
cable households. With cable industry support, C-SPAN grew rapidly and now offers two 24-hour video 
channels and two audio networks, as well as unique public affairs programming on a wide range of 
news and public policy issues to more than 60 million households. 

Past speakers in the Stephen Holly Bronz Lecture series have included David Broder, The 
Washington Post, Ted Turner, founder of CNN; Judith Martin, the syndicated "Miss Manners;" 
Watergate reporter Carl Bernstein; humorist Art Buchwald; Elsie Carper, a founding editor of The 
Washington Posts Style section; political correspondent Roger Mudd; UPI White House Bureau Chief 
Helen Thomas; Pulitzer Prize-winning journalist Haynes Johnson, The Washington Post, and Bob 
Woodward, author, Watergate reporter and assistant managing editor of The Washington Post.

FOUR SBPM GRADS RECOGNIZED FOR OUTSTANDING ACHIEVEMENT 
AT 1996 ALUMNI RECOGNITION AND ATHLETIC HALL OF FAME AWARDS 

CEREMONY 

WASHINGTON - Amid a stunning orchid display in the U.S. Botanic Garden 
Conservatory, The George Washington University held its annual Alumni Recognition and 
Athletic Hall of Fame Awards Ceremony and Reception on February 22. GW President Stephen 
Joel Trachtenberg stated in his opening remarks: "The real test of our institution is the quality of 
our graduates— who we educate and what they choose to do with their lives. In almost every 
conceivable walk of life, GW graduates make extraordinary contributions in the professional, 
civic and personal arenas. By honoring them, we are really honoring ourselves." 

This was echoed in Nicholas S. Lakas' (B.A. 1946) acceptance speech when he reflected 
upon the question, "What does it mean to be an alumnus of GW?" recently posed to him by a 
sophomore of the University. "There is no simple, single answer," Lakas stated, "but there is at 
least a common denominator- pride of association with GW— that is reinforced by enduring 
memories and the giving of oneself in the service of GW." Lakas, who worked at the Department 
of State and as a Foreign Service Officer in Asia, credited his wife Eleanor along with his B. A. 
from the GW School of Business and Public Management for his success. "My degree has taken 
on an added dimension over the years as I have met more GW graduates during the course of my 
career and have seen GW continue to elevate its academic standards." 

Michelle Knox Zaloom (B.A. 1986 and M.P.A. 1989) is currently on the U.S. national 
rowing team and is training to qualify for the quadruple sculls event at the 1996 Olympics in 
Atlanta. At GW she earned four letters in volleyball and three letters in crew from 1982 through 
1986. In 1984 and 1985 she earned All-Atlantic 10 honors and was GWs MVP in volleyball in 
1985. Her crew career at GW was equally stellar. After moving from novice to varsity and 
competing in Nationals during her first year of rowing, she finished fourth at Nationals in a GW 
Four in her senior year. After graduation she rowed on the 1991 and 1993 National teams where 
she earned a gold and a bronze medal and in 1992 she competed in the Summer Olympic Games 
at Barcelona where she placed fifth in women's quadruple sculls. 
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ClifTord M. Kendall (M.B.A. 1965) is chairman of the board of Computer Data 
Systems, Inc., which earns $220 million in annual revenues and provides consulting and data 
processing services to federal, state and local governments, not-for-profit institutions and 
commercial clients. He credits his wife Camille and his experience at GW with equipping him to 
succeed in business. "It's a real pleasure to be part of The George Washington University team," 
he stated. 

Marc J. Heyison (B.S. 1984) was drafted after his junior season by the Baltimore 
Orioles in the ninth round, the highest selection in GW baseball history. He went on to play for 
the O's Carolina League affiliate, the Hagerstown Suns, before a degenerative shoulder injury 
required surgery and ended his pro baseball career. After graduating from the School of Business 
and Public Management with a B.S. in finance, he entered the clothing retail industry and is 
currently CEO of Top Notch, Inc., a diversified supplier to educational and athletic institutions 
in the Mid-Atlantic Region. Heyison is very active in his community and sponsors the "Gloria 
Heyison Golfing Against Breast Cancer," event, an annual tournament in honor of his mother, a 
breast cancer survivor, that benefits the American Cancer Society. 

GWs School of Business and Public Management is dedicated to academic excellence in 
the study, teaching and research of management and policy in the public and private sectors — 
both within the United States and internationally. The school comprises eight departments — 
accountancy, finance, health services, management and policy, international business, 
management science, marketing, public administration, and strategic management and public 
policy.

GW UNVEILS SCHOOL OF MEDIA AND PUBLIC AFFAIRS 
Former National Center for Communication Studies Sets New Direction 

WASHINGTON -- The George Washington University’s National Center for Communication 
Studies has changed its name to the School of Media and Public Affairs to more accurately reflect the 
wide range of communication-related programs it offers. 

Jarol Manheim, professor of political communication and political science and director of the 
School of Media and Public Affairs is pleased and proud of the direction his School is taking. "Our 
new name really captures all the research, teaching and outreach programs we engage in," said 
Manheim. 

The School of Media and Public Affairs, whose name was initiated by the SMPA faculty and 
approved by GW’s Board of Trustees, will remain a part of the Columbian School of Arts and 
Sciences. "One thing that doesn’t change with the new name is our basic commitment to providing a 
solid liberal arts education," said Manheim. 

Created in July 1991 to join academic and administrative units of the University dealing with 
communication studies, NCCS established a leadership role in the context of the nation’s capital in 
educational, creative and scholarly activities related to the study of communication. Manheim, who was 
named the 1995 District of Columbia "Professor of the Year" by the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching, remembers wanting to "create something that by the sound of it marked 
both aspiration and significant accomplishment." 

With the dream of a new name realized, SMPA now hopes to expand its offerings with a 
graduate program, a wider variety of undergraduate courses and possibly more space at 21st and H

BACKGROUND: 

In honor of the University’s 175th Anniversary, GW’s Dimock Gallery blends old images from 
its Washingtoniana collection with works from invited contemporary Washington photographers. The 
cornerstone of the exhibit is the first public viewing at GW of Mark Klett’s The Washington 
Panorama: Three Seasons, Two Administrations. The fourteen-panel panorama comes full circle as it 
exudes power and access, capturing the true essence of Washington. The color portfolio, which was 
taken from the Clock Tower of the Old Post Office, showcases buildings in downtown Washington in 
the early 1990’s. A gift from University President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg and wife Francine Zorn 
Trachtenberg to The George Washington University Permanent Collection in 1994, the 22"xl8" Carbro 
II prints were taken between fall 1992 and spring 1993. After their Dimock exhibition, the photographs 
will be placed on campus display to welcome visitors to the University and to orient them to 
Washington. 

Several stereopticon cards and a stereopticon from the collection of Frank and Mary Wright 
will also be showcased. These unusual images, some hand-tinted color photographs, feature rare views 
of nineteenth-century Washington from differing vantage points. Amy Lamb’s photographs of 
architectural subjects possess strength and beauty and their columns and stairways render three- 
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dimensional forms as two-dimensional images using the new technological advances from the Iris 
printer. Capitol Hill: Beyond the Monuments published by the Capitol Hill Art League and works by 
Andrea Harles, Daniele Piasecki and David Sloane are other sources of contemporary photographs used 
in the exhibition. Zinnia’s Post Modern Washington murals, "hypotheticals" of plausible street scenes, 
are actually photomontaged deconstructions of Washington’s downtown. Their grandiose scale, 6’x 16’, 
creates a fantasy reconstruction of the city. 

The Dimock Gallery is located off the lower lobby of Lisner Auditorium, 730 21st Street, NW. 
Hours are Tuesday through Friday, 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. and during special Lisner Auditorium 
performances. The gallery is closed to the public Saturday-Monday. Admission is free. For more 
information, call the Dimock Gallery at (202) 994-1525/7091.

GW STUDENT TO RECEIVE 1996 PHI BETA DELTA HONOR SOCIETY FOR 
INTERNATIONAL SCHOLARS ACHIEVEMENT AWARD 

Washington — Nadia M. Abdo, a doctoral student at The George Washington University, has 
been selected to receive the 1996 International Student Award for achievement by the Board of 
Directors of the Phi Beta Delta Honor Society for International Affairs. This is the first prestigious 
honor bestowed upon a GW student in the University’s 175 years. Abdo has been invited to receive 
her $500 award and plaque at the awards banquet on March 29, 1996 during the honor society’s Tenth 
Annual National Conference in Long Beach, California. 

With little time to relish the master’s degree she earned in the spring of 1995, Abdo enrolled 
in GW’s computer science doctoral program last fall. "I am very glad that I got this chance to attend 
such a prestigious institute, GW," said Abdo. "I learned so much here about the importance of 
spreading international awareness, removing cultural barriers and building a peaceful world for us and 
the generations to come." 

Born in Amman, Jordan, Abdo is intelligent, contagiously friendly and already an international 
success. While attending the University of Jordan, she participated in various international academic 
and extracurricular programs which brought Americans and Europeans to Jordan. Witnessing the stark 
cultural differences separating these three nations sparked an incurable curiosity within Abdo to know 
how all people are different and how to best blend these international worlds. 

Motivated by her curiosity and conviction that "if everyone gets to meet each other there would 
be fewer problems in the world," Abdo earned a place on the Student Leadership Program. The 
program, designed to give students a chance to compare the social, political and economical issues of 
different countries, enabled Abdo to travel throughout Jordan, the United Kingdom and Oman to meet 
with monarchs, diplomats and other high-ranking government officials. Sporting newly enriched 
judgment and political and cultural knowledge, as well as a sharp command of the English language, 
Abdo completed this one and a half year program and graduated with a bachelor of science degree in 
computer science in January 1987. 

Abdo joined the Crown Prince Award Program after graduation to assist youth in strengthening 
their assertiveness, confidence, leadership and motivation skills through group activities and community 
services. She fought illiteracy among senior citizens, was involved in fund-raising, worked with 
orphans and played squash with the Jordanian Women’s National Squash Team. Based on her 
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leadership experience in this program, Abdo was selected to represent her country in the International 
Operation Rally, a world wide activity where youth between the ages of 19-26 research side by side 
with scientists from all over the world and increase health awareness among the populations of remote 
areas. 

After graduation, Abdo worked for several years in Jordan as a senior programmer and analyst. In 
July 1993, she decided to travel to Washington, D.C. to pursue a graduate degree in computer science 
from GW’s School of Engineering and Applied Science and to "have some more cultural experiences," 
Abdo smiled. GW was Abdo’s first choice based on its international reputation and its placement in 
the nation’s capital. "GW is surrounded by so many lively people," said Abdo. "It also helped that my 
relatives live near here." 

Shortly after arriving at GW, Abdo joined the Beta Omicron Chapter of Phi Beta Delta. In 
April 1994, she was named chairperson of its Embassy Tours Committee. Recently she organized trips 
for GW students to the Jordanian and Chinese Embassies. The trips featured lectures and slide shows 
of the countries’ historical, educational and social aspects. The outings were topped off with feasts of 
authentic Jordanian and Chinese cuisine. 

Despite her extensive travels throughout America, the United Kingdom, and the Middle East, 
Abdo envisions herself returning home to Jordan after she concludes her studies. "I do love the U.S., 
but I know my country needs me," said Abdo. "Maybe through teaching I’ll be able to help. We’ll 
see."

CLINTON DEFEATS DOLE -- LOSES TO POWELL IN GW MARYLAND POLL 

WASHINGTON -- In a poll conducted among 390 likely Maryland voters Monday night by 
The George Washington University’s Graduate School of Political Management, in conjunction with 
Global Strategy Group, President Clinton decisively defeated the winner of Monday’s Republican 
Maryland presidential primary, Senator Robert Dole. The margin of error for this study was plus or 
minus 5.0%. 

The presidential match-up between Clinton and Dole shows 53% supporting Clinton and 37% 
for Dole; against Buchanan, the president fared even better, beating him 63% to 25%, and Clinton beat 
Steve Forbes 57% to 29%. When Maryland voters were asked who they would support if Colin Powell 
was the Republican candidate against Democrat Bill Clinton, Maryland flipped to Powell, with 48% 
supporting the former chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff to only 39% for the president. One in five 
voters (20%) would vote for Powell but do not support Dole. 

The president has an overall favorable rating of 57%, followed closely by his wife at 50%. Mrs. 
Clinton’s unfavorable ratings are slightly higher than her husband’s, by a margin of 41% to 38%. On 
the other hand, Speaker Gingrich’s favorable rating is only 25%, with 58% unfavorable. 

By a two to one margin, Maryland voters believed the country was on the wrong track (24% 
to 51%). Approximately the same margin believed that future generations of Americans would be worse 
off than Americans today (26% to 49%). But when asked whether they were better off today than four 
years ago, 51% answered yes, while only 38% said no. 

Marylanders rated crime (34%), education (28%) and the economy (14%) as the three most 
important issues facing the state today. They also decisively rejected the use of state funds to build new 
football stadiums for the Washington Redskins and the new Baltimore team by a margin of 68% to

JESSE JAMES FINALLY CAPTURED BY GW PROFESSOR JAMES STARRS 
AND POSSE OF FORENSIC SCIENTISTS 


WASHINGTON -- On February 23, 1996, GW Professor James 
Starrs and a team of scientists revealed the findings of a seven- 
month investigation into the death and burial of the legendary 
outlaw Jesse James. In a three-hour presentation to the-American 
Academy of Forensic Science in Nashville, Tennessee, where Starrs 
received the Academy's Distinguished Fellow Medal, he announced 
that the results of his team's scientific studies show, as 
conclusively as science ever can, that Jesse James died April 3, 
1882 in St. Joseph, Missouri. 

"The remains from Mount Olivet cemetery in Kearney, 

Missouri, have been identified as those of Jesse James beyond 
peradventure," said Starrs. "This study has proven the 
inestimable value of exhumations in clarifying and rectifying the 
historical record. We have silenced the dissenters, given solace 
to the authentic descendants of Jesse James and added a new and 
exciting chapter to the history of the American West." 

Starrs' findings put to rest any further speculation that 
someone else died and was buried in Jesse James' place and that 
he lived on to father additional children. The scientific 
analysis by each member of the team inexorably and irrefutably 
pointed to the identity of Jesse James. 

Dr. Michael Finnegan of Kansas State University reported 
that the exhumed bones fit the known profile of James through 
sex, age, stature and race-typing. The reconstructed skull gave 
clear evidence of only one entrance wound behind the right ear. 

No exit wounds were discovered. A computer animation of the 
shooting graphically depicted one fatal bullet which did not exit 
and a laceration to the left forehead caused by James' falling 
onto the hardwood floor. 

Finnegan highlighted an unusual and mysterious feature of 
the 1902 reburial of Jesse James which came to light as a 
consequence of the current exhumation. The remains unearthed at 
Mount Olivet cemetery were buried face down with some of the 
bones positioned contrary to their correct anatomical location. 
The reason for the unorthodox burial is unknown, but the 
scientist speculated that this may have been done to inflict some 
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final indignity upon Jesse James. Rather than looking to the 
heavens from whence his savior would come, as in the Biblical 
saying, James was placed facing the proverbial fires of hell. 

In his report on the head hair from the James Farm, Dr. 
Walter Rowe of the Forensic Sciences Department at The George 
Washington University indicated that the hair showed unmistakable 
signs of having been buried and having been dyed, perhaps in an 
effort of disguise. 

An analysis by Dr. John McDowell of the University of 
Colorado of the 15 teeth found during the exhumation elicited 
surprising results. McDowell reported that the teeth showed 
nicotine staining and the corrosive influence of regular tobacco 
chewing. Further, the lack of an upper incisor (maxillary right 
central) would have produced a rather unsightly gap-toothed smile 
which may explain why James never appeared smiling in 
photographs. Examination of maxillary (upper jaw) fragments from 
the grave led McDowell to conclude that James lost the upper 
incisor during adulthood. The numerous gold fillings signify that 
James was willing to pay the price for progressive dentists who 
used advanced techniques. The findings add new biographical 
details to the life of Jesse James. 

The firearms analysis of the .36 caliber bullet found among 
the fragments of the right ribs in the grave correspond to the 
known fact that in 1865 James was shot in the right chest while 
trying to surrender in Lexington, Missouri. Firearms examiner 
John Cayton posited that the .36 lead ball was fired from an 1851 
Navy Colt, a weapon commonly possessed by Union officers during 
the Civil War. This information added weight to the mounting 
evidence that the exhumed remains were those of Jesse James, but 
it was the mitochondrial DNA (mtDNA) tests that tipped the scales 
decisively. 

Presented by Dr. Mark Stoneking of Pennsylvania State 
University, the results of the mtDNA analysis showed a match 
between two known descendants of Jesse James' sister, Lavenia, 
and two molars from the exhumation. The match derived from a 
comparison of a unique sequence of base pairs which the teeth and 
the living relatives share exactly. So singular was the sequence 
that it is said to be the first such encountered in the entire 
mtDNA database for the Northern European population. 

Starrs described the team's findings as coming as close as 
science ever could to apodictic certainty on the question of the 
identity of the remains. Thus, the collective findings could 
support no other hypothesis than that the remains from Mount 
Olivet cemetery are those of Jesse James. "Jesse James may have 
out-Pinkertoned the Pinkertons during his life," said Starrs, 

"but he couldn't elude science after his death."

In 1988 Maida Withers began making expeditions with artists and dancers, documented on video, 
into the harsh wilderness of Utah, Arizona and New Mexico, a spiritual and personal multi-media voyage 
into Utah’s past and future ancient Native American land and myth. "Tukuhnikivatz," — the future gathering 
place of the ancients — is a statement of humans’ link to our past heritage and our future. The natural 
movement and highly-charged high-tech energy of dancers choreographed by Withers reveals the 
transformative power of the earth and the spirit and ancestral voice that resides there. 
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Withers and company create magic with movable sets and props that interact with projected images: 
video of Utah rock art of ancient origin, art photographs of the earth, video of dancers at Utah slickrock 
earth sites. Native American contemporary art, space footage of the earth, and other icons of our culture. 
Original music by Brent Michael Davids embraces ethnic and experimental music traditions combining live 
and pre-recorded instrumental, drum and percussion instruments, voice and sound sampling from nature 
sites. 


Withers, artistic director and founder of Maida Withers’ Dance Construction Company, and professor 
of dance at GW, is recognized for the beauty and innovation of her choreography, her daring in movement 
exploration and collaborative projects for stage, site and video. A native of Utah, she has a fascination with 
the land, rock art, ancient peoples, her people and our future. Withers has toured internationally to Brazil, 
Mexico, Germany, Korea, Japan, China, Malaysia, Hong Kong, and Central America. Her video works have 
been shown in Germany at IMZ, the Women in Film series at the Kennedy Center, the DC International 
Film Festival (Rosebud) and elsewhere. 

Brent Michael Davids, an award-winning composer, is one of the most important classically trained 
Native American composers today. His music has been performed in England, Germany, Italy, Portugal, 
France, Austria, the Netherlands and in major cities throughout the U.S. including New York’s Lincoln 
Center, and Washington, D.C.’s Kennedy Center for The Performing Arts. He has received commissions 
from The National Symphony Orchestra, Kronos Quartet, Joffrey Ballet, Meet the Composer, ASCAP, and 
The National Endowment for the Arts. Davids promotes cross-cultural understanding and appreciation for 
indigenous life styles. He translates the sounds of his imagination into a musical experience for others by 
creating distinctively original instruments such as soprano and bass flutes made of quartz crystal. 

Verabel Call Cluff, a resident of Utah, is an independent television writer and producer, and 
photographer and videographer for "Tukuhnikivatz." Her work with Withers on "Sands Cycles" has been 
shown at the Earth Summit International Conference on Environment and Development in Rio de Janeiro, 
Women Make Movies VIII, Utah Short Film and Video Festival, and IMZ Dance Screen in Lyon, France. 
She produced a three-part series teaching Qi Gong. Cluff is currently producing a play for the meetings of 
The American Association of University Women in Park City, Utah. She is also the curator for a museum 
exhibition on her mother’s paintings that portrays many of the old buildings and homes of the pioneers in 
northern Utah. 

Bruce Hucko is an independent photographer living in Santa Fe, New Mexico. He is known for his 
earth photographs, his photographic documentation of archeological expeditions in the Southwest, his work 
with Native American people of the Southwest as director of educational programs and serendipity at The 
Wheelwright Museum of the American Indian in Santa Fe and his educational work with Native American 
children in visual art and photography. His work is consistently shown nationally in landscape related 
calendars and books. He produced the nationally acclaimed "The Canyon’s Edge," a multi-media slide 
presentation about the Colorado Plateau seen through the eyes of Native American stories. A recent book on 
the Santa Fe Trail and numerous postcards, posters and book publications round out his landscape work. 

His most current work combines producing an educational exhibit about the Southwest’s cultural resources 
with the Grand Canyon Trust and combining contemporary poems and anecdotal essays to educate people 
about the issues facing Southwest archaeology. His book of Native American children’s art "Have You Ever 
Seen a Rainbow at Night" will be published in 1996.

"GEORGE WASHINGTON'S BIOGRAPHY LESSON" 

Mount Vernon Hands-on History Program On 
18th-Century Life Links With GW's 175th Anniversary 

WASHINGTON -- Historic Mount Vernon and The George 
Washington University's Museum Education Program have joined 
forces to offer a unique program to D.C. Public School students. 
From March 18 through March 22, some 500 students will visit the 
GW campus to participate in "George Washington's Biography 
Lesson, " a special hands-on history program designed to introduce 
grades 3 - 5 to life during the time of our nation's first 
president.

BACKGROUND: 

The Honorable Shirley Ann Jackson, chairman of the U.S. 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission (NRC), will discuss some of the basic 
concepts of probablistic risk analysis, the systematic process of 
estimating the risk associated with the design and operation of 
nuclear power plants. Drawing on her unique experience, she will 
provide a regulator's perspective on the use of probablistic risk 
assessment in nuclear regulatory applications. Jackson, a 
theoretical physicist, was sworn in as a commissioner of the NRC in 
May of 1995 and assumed the chairmanship in July, 1995. 

A native of Washington, D.C., Jackson graduated from Roosevelt 
High School in 1964, as class valedictorian. She earned a B.S. in 
physics (1968) and a Ph.D. in theoretical elementary particle 
physics (1973) from the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
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Jackson was the first African-American woman to receive a 
doctorate from M.I.T.—in any subject; she was the first African- 
American to become a commissioner of the NRC; and she was the first 
woman and first African-American to serve as chairman of the 
commission. 

From 1991 to 1995, Jackson was a professor of physics at 
Rutgers University, serving concurrently as a consultant in 
semiconductor theory to AT&T Bell Laboratories in New Jersey. 

For 15 years, from 1976 until 1991, when she joined the 
Rutgers faculty, Jackson conducted research in theoretical physics, 
solid state and quantum physics and optical physics at AT&T Bell 
Laboratories. 

Jackson is a Fellow of the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences, is a Fellow of the American Physical Society and is a 
member of a number of other professional organizations. 

She has served on the board of directors of Public Service 
Enterprise Group and its subsidiary, Public Service Electric and 
Gas Company, Sealed Air Corporation, CoreStates Financial 
Corporation, CoreStates New Jersey National Bank and New Jersey 
Resources Corporation. 

Jackson is a Life Member of the M.I.T. Board of Trustees. She 
has served on an advisory panel to the Secretary of Energy on the 
future of Department of Energy national laboratories, served on 
research councils of the National Academy of Sciences and on the 
Advisory Council of the Institute of Nuclear Power Operations 
(INPO).

CARL STERN TO JOIN GW’S SCHOOL OF MEDIA AND PUBLIC AFFAIRS THIS FALL 

WASHINGTON -- Carl Stern, director of the U.S. Department of Justice Public Affairs Office, 
will join The George Washington University School of Media and Public Affairs full-time faculty 
beginning in fall 1996. Stem first taught at GW as an adjunct professor in 1992. 

"Few people could better reflect the combination of media and public affairs than Carl Stern.

A member of the Ohio and D.C. Bars and the American Bar Association, Stern is probably best 
known for his work as an NBC correspondent, which spanned more than three decades. For 26 years, 
he was NBC’s reporting authority on the U.S. Supreme Court and Justice Department. A man of 
significant experience and ideas, Stem has covered some of the nation’s most sensational trials 
including those of Jimmy Hoffa, Muhammed Ali, Patricia Hearst and Oliver North, as well as the 
Watergate trials and hearings. 

During his broadcasting career, Stem was admired as a frequent and persistent litigator for the 
Freedom of Information Act (FOIA). One of his most important FOIA victories required the 
Department to divulge the FBI’s Cointelpro program, which secretly targeted certain individuals and 
groups for harassing and discrediting. The other significant FOIA triumph involved a suit which forced 
the FBI to identify top officials who had been disciplined for misleading their superiors and Congress 
about unlawful break-ins into the homes of the relatives of the 1960’s "Weatherman Fugitives." He has 
also published works, including one titled "The Compensability of Non-Traumatic Ulcer."

GW DEVELOPS AN INTERNET COMPUTER PROGRAM WITH A CONSCIENCE 

Program to be demonstrated March 27 at the Sixth Conference on 
Computers, Freedom and Privacy in Cambridge, MA 

Washington — The George Washington University's Institute for 
Computer and Telecommunications Systems Policy has developed a 
computer program with a conscience. The program is called Deliverance 
and was designed for policymakers and Internet users to increase 
awareness of personal accountability issues in cyberspace. Today's 
dramatic advancements in the ability of one person to communicate 
instantly with millions of others has enormous implications for 
lawmakers and raises the stakes for increased responsibility of 
individuals who use the Internet. 

Deliverance allows the user to send e-mail messages to as many 
members of the U.S. Congress as desired (Congress was chosen because 
member e-mail addresses are in the public domain). While there are a 
number of similar programs being used on the Internet today, 
Deliverance is a unique educational tool because it prompts the user 
to think about some of the important cyberspace policy issues 
encountered when using the Internet before the message is sent. The 
program also directs the user to additional reference material on 
these issues. 

"The automobile expanded our reach dramatically, but for more 
than a half-century it didn't have seat belts," said Professor Lance 
Hoffman, director of GW's Institute for Computer and 
Telecommunications Systems Policy. "The Internet also expands our 
horizons but it too makes us vulnerable to new types of dangers. 

"Deliverance is a program that can help policymakers and 
Internet users develop an awareness and an understanding of the 
accountability issues involved," Hoffman continued. "As use of the 
Internet continues to grow, we need more security and 
accountability."
